md suitl that

should bo done and the teachers raised 
to a higher plane. Tho Sunday school 
teachers come from nil walks of fifo

themselves but tha normal institutes 
allured an opportunity for these por- 


to 
bettor prepare themselves, 


The speaker 
said that the Sunday 


school work gave tho teachers a hotter 
and more comprehensive view of the 
Bible, unified and supplemented tho 
international lesson course, gave tho 
teachers improved methods and ou- 
ablad to more skillfully handle their 
classes. 
The speaker closed by urging 


that the township normal institutes be 
more generally carried on. 


be, not to find how many people have 
never been reached by the gospel of 
God, but to learn whom they are, 
where they are, and what they need. 


Tho educational department of the 


association was then treated. 
The 


association is au educator of county 
aud township officers. 
The next class 


are the superintendents. Tho third 
class ars tho Sunday school teachers.

The last work is that of evangeliza-

"It was an old story, read in my boy- 


hood days, of the valley in India to 
which, the wild elephants went to die," 
said the naturalist. "When the elephant 
felt that his end was near, the story 
ran, he left the herd and v.-ent to this 
valley, where he waited for death to 
come. That this is true I would hardly 
venture to assert, though, as Kipling 
says, no moil knows all the ways of 
the wild elephant. But the mention of 
the story has reminded me of 
the 


pathos that attends the coming' of old 
age to a wild animal. In the Xational 
museum at the Smithsonian institution 
in Washington there is the stuffed fig- 
ure of a buffalo bull attacked by wolves. 
One wolf he has pierced with his horn 
and crushed to the ground; another 
springing from behind has seized him 
above the gambril with the evident de- 
sign of hamstringing him. 


"In these figures is the story of the 


old bull driven from the herd when 
through age ha has lost the power to 
hold his own in battle with the younger 
bulls. "-His reign may have been long as 
king of the herd, but at last there crime 
the time when he found himself east 
forth, abandoned by the others of his 
kind, alone upon the prairie. \Yhcnthc 
herd moved southwest at the coming 
of winter he remained solitary upon the 
prairie, or took refuge from wind and 
storms in some sheltered hollow of the 
foothills. 
It was a question only oi 


time when the wolves should attack 
him, 
and then, fight bravely as he 


would, there could bo but one ending. 
Through numbers and woliish strategy, 
with ever-recurring attacks, they would 
at last pull the old buffalo down. 


"In the same fashion the wild stal- 


lion that has outlived his power of 
beating all rivals from the herd is him- 
self driven forth by some younger 
stallion to wander alone until, with the 
weakness of age, he perishes in the 
winter storm or falls a prey to the 
wolf or bear or cougar. It is a cruel 
and inexorable law which pervades all 
animal nature, except, in the comnuini- 
tics of civilized man, that the old and 
the stricken shall be left unassisted 
to their fate.

Scbec. lake in Maine, a bulldog owned 
by a man named Moullon pulled flown 
and killed a bear. A bo.it rowed by 
Moultort was approaching tho shore 
at the foot of Birch mountain when 
the bear was seen coming down thr 
mountainside toward the water.

TYPHOID GERMS iK THE SOU.

The medical report of the local gov- 


ernment board gives an account of some 
important experiments made to ascer- 
tain tho ability of the typhoid bacil- 
lus to maintain its existence in organ- 
ically polluted and in virgin soil. 


The report states that on testing each 


of 21 samples of soil qualitatively for ba- 
cillus enteritidis sporageues, Dr. Hous- 
ton ascertained that in none of three 
virgin soils almost free from vegetable 


matter, nor in other three vir- 


gin soils which abounded more or less 
in vegetable matter, nor in 
an un- 


manured orchard soil, could the pres- 
ence of spores of this microbe be de- 
tected; that in the case of other three 
soils abounding in vegetable organic 
matter, but reputedly virgin, nnd also 
in the case of certain rjnmanurcd or- 
r-hard and garden soils, spores of 
ttacillus enteritidis, though detectable; 
were for the most part present in rela- 
tively small quantity only; whereas in 
every one of other five soils, an orchard 
and four manured garden soils, these 
spores were not only readily found, 
but were present in greater relative 
amount than in similar soils, which 
were unmanured, or in three reputed- 
ly virgin soils which had been found to 
contain them. 


Finally, in a sample of soil which had 


been recently and heavily exposed to 
pollution by excrement, and in 
one 


other soil which probably had been 
more remotely exposed to considerable 
•xeremcntal pollution, spores or bacil- 
lus enteritidis were found in excep- 
tionally large quantity. 


In continuation of his researches into 


the viability of the typhoid bacillus in 
Rterilized soil, Dr. Martin has submit- 
ted to experiment nine addition sam- 
ples of earth. Soils obviously polluter! 
with animal organic matter sustained, 
while virgin soils proved hostile to. the 
life processes of- the microbe. Virgin 
soil:- were hostile in the above c.ense, 
whether or not they contained abun- 
dance of vegetable organic matter. In 
sterilized suils favorable to tlic typhoid 
bacillus, diverse temperature, provided 
always the soil remained moist, made, 
little difference to thn microbe. 
It 


maintained itself in such soil at H7 de- 
grees centigrade (OS Fahrenheit), at 
the ordinary temperature of the lab- 
nratory, and also ui.cler the tempera- 
ture conditions (three degrees to 10 de- 
grees centigrade) of an 
out-of-door 


shed. In a particular experiment with 
sterile organically polluted soil, tbeiy- 
phoid bacillus maintained 
its exist- 


ence for 456 days; and, furthermore, 
toward the end of this period this "soil 
cult lire" of the, bacillus, after it had 
been dried and powdered to dust, still 
yielded the microbe in variable condi- 
tion, and, presumably, in virulent 
phase. 


Dr. Martin's more difficult task of 


testing the ability of the typhoid bacil- 
lus to maintain itself in soilin which it 
is brought in competition with othet 
bacteria is as yet in its initial stages, 
but lias already yielded interesting re- 
sults in one instance. To a mixture of 
the several sterilized soils which were 
found favorable to the. life processes of 
the, typhoid bacillus, and in which bac- 
teria belonging to the bacillus coli
